a new highways junction 
and car park access.

Councillor resigns just weeks after by-election 


A SEATON town councilor has re¬ 
signed, prompting a possible by- 
election just weeks after the town 
last went to the polls. 

Councillor James Semple sent 
his letter of resignation on Friday 
morning, addressed to the re¬ 
cently appointed chairman of the 
town council, Councillor Gaynor 
Sedgwick, stating his reasons for 
departure. 

Mr Semple, who has been serv¬ 
ing on the council for two years, 
said:"As you know, I have recently 
moved house, and this involves 
substantial amounts of renova¬ 
tion, much of which I am doing 
myself. 

"In the course of this, I have be¬ 
come aware of the very low stan¬ 
dard of thermal efficiency of 
sheltered housing units in Seaton 


and elsewhere. 

"Being heated electrically, such 
units combine a very high carbon 
footprint with uncomfortable and 
unhealthy living conditions for a 
vulnerable section of our commu¬ 
nity. 

"I have therefore got involved in 
a campaign to improve these con¬ 
ditions using funding from central 
government and energy suppli¬ 
ers. 

"All of this leaves me with insuffi¬ 
cient time to give my council work 
the level of attention it deserves, 
and I think it best to pass it on - 
perhaps to the new members 
who have recently joined you. 

"It would have been more con¬ 
venient if I had come to this reali¬ 
sation before the recent election, 
but perhaps it is not too late to ac¬ 


cess the rest of a very strong field 
of candidates. 

"Seaton Town Council has em¬ 
barked on a series of ambitious 
and exciting developments. 

"I shall continue to take a keen 
interest in these and trust they will 
receive the support they require 
for successful implementation." 

Commenting on Councillor 
Semple's resignation, chairman of 
the town council, Councillor Sedg¬ 
wick, said: "Councillor Semple has 
served the council for over two 
years and Seaton Town Council 
have appreciated his thorough in¬ 
vestigating and reporting of im¬ 
portant matters. 

"We wish him well in his new en¬ 
deavours and thank him for the 
time he has committed to Seaton 
and the council." 


Devon County Council 
and the Jurassic Coast 
World Heritage Site 
Team, outline planning 
permission for the dis¬ 
covery centre had al¬ 
ready been granted but 
the planning application 


has recently been 
amended. 

The changes included 
the changed footprint of 
the centre, extended soft 
landscaping to provide 
an outdoor interpretation 
area and a re-design of 



the public realm and per¬ 
formance space between 
the centre and Seaton 
Tramway station to pro¬ 
vide space for public 
events. 

The route for the pro¬ 
posed ‘Stop Line Way,’ 
has also been changed. 

This will be a long-dis¬ 
tance walking and cy¬ 
cling route, created as 
part of the National 
Cycle Network Route 33 
which, when complete, 
will cover 70 miles. It 
will connect Seaton to 


Weston-super-Mare via 
Axminster, Chard, Ilmin- 
ster, Taunton, Bridgwa¬ 
ter, Highbridge and 
Burnham-on-Sea. 

Seaton Town Council 
considered the revised 
planning application for 
the proposed Seaton Dis¬ 
covery Centre during a 
recent planning meeting. 

Chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, Councillor John 
Meakin, said: “The town 
council has been work¬ 
ing closely with EDDC

EASTDEVON 

£240,000 grant 
for the CAB 

EAST Devon Citizens’ Advice Bureau (CAB) has made 
it clear that a massive £240,000 grant cannot be 
used to support existing advice centres - but will be 
used to revolutionise access through phone, internet 
and social media. 

It has also been stressed that the new strategy will 
not pose a threat to advice centres - including those 
in Axminster, Honiton, Seaton, Ottery and Sidmouth 
- as many clients must be seen face-to-face regard¬ 
less of improved technology. 

The £244,086 grant comes from The Big Lottery 
Fund under The Advice Services Transition Fund. 

Although paid to East Devon CAB, the grant is given 
to form a partnership also including Age Concern, 
Olive Tree Association, Open Door, Westcountry 
Housing and Living Options Devon. 

The partnership has two years to create a formula 
providing improved access to information through 
new channels, including online and phone services. 

As part of the process, the partnership will train 
volunteers in specialised areas like benefits, debt, 
employment and housing. 

East Devon CAB is based in Honiton, and manager 
Chris Griffiths said: “The plan is to look at and de¬ 
velop how we expand advice. 

“We will try to develop a more streamlined advice 
service across the rural district and increase access 
on a non-face-to-face-basis.” 

It is too early to say exactly how access will im¬ 
prove, but it is, for example, possible that the advice 
line could be manned over weekends. 

Mr Griffiths denied that increased non-face-to- 
face access would be a threat to existing advice cen¬ 
tres, saying: “People still need face-to-face service. 

“You can’t form fill over the phone, for example, and 
you need to go through some things face-to-face. 

“Lots of people don’t have a computer and many 
can’t afford broadband.” 

Big Lottery Fund director (England) Dharmendra 
Kanani said: “Getting the right advice at the right 
time can be a lifeline for people.”

Leader, Dawn Squire, explained: 
“When we started we were told

Council backing for revised plans

and DCC on the delivery of this project over a number 
of years and recognises the economic benefits that it 
will bring to the town as part of the town’s overall re¬ 
generation plans.” 

Despite members speaking positively about the 
amendments, questions were raised in the public ques¬ 
tion time about the reality of the development and the 
affects on the town. 

Seaton town councillor, Tony Woodman, who is not 
a member of the planning committee, spoke in his ca¬ 
pacity as a Seaton resident and said: “I am not against 
having a discovery centre in Seaton but I seriously 
question this current plan and I speak on behalf of 
many traders and residents who have approached me 
about this scheme. 

“The harmful effect of Tesco on the footfall in the 
town centre is now well documented and there have 
been calls for action to reverse this trend. 

“Yet the same people who now recognise this prob¬ 
lem are proposing and supporting a scheme that will 
further reduce the footfall and take people out of the 
town centre.” 

Councillor Woodman went on to explain that the re¬ 
cent French market held on the public realm was an¬ 
other example of bringing people away from the town 
centre. 

He suggested that the former Woolworths building 
would have been a more suitable position for the cen¬ 
tre which would be right on the seafront, leading vis¬ 
itors to the town’s businesses and shops. 

He also questioned the public consultation behind 
the project, and stated that he didn’t accept the view 
that money for the scheme was earmarked for a dis¬ 
covery centre just at the Underfleet. 

He added: “Then there is the issue of parking, this 
scheme will take up most of the Underfleet car park 
and no alternative parking has yet been proposed. 

“Even the car parking officer at East Devon, Andrew 
Ennis, admitted at a recent meeting in this room that 
he had no idea what was going to happen. 

“You cannot take away such a vast amount of car 


parking and not expect it to have a major adverse im¬ 
pact on the town? 

“This council needs to focus on what can be done 
for the town centre as it is the heart of the town. 

“People come here for the town’s charm and the 
beach, but kill the heart and everything around it dies.” 

A spokesperson for Seaton Town Council com¬ 
mented: “Some questions were raised in the public 
question time about car parking numbers. 

“The committee were satisfied that this matter is 
being fully addressed by EDDC and the Devon 
Wildlife Trust and councillors did not have any con¬ 
cerns.” 

During the meeting, members of the town council’s 
planning committee spoke in support of the amend¬ 
ments and expressed the hope that the project would 
move ahead as quickly as possible. They unanimously 
recommended approval of this amended application. 

EDDC chairman of the Seaton Regeneration pro¬ 
gramme board, Councillor Ian Thomas, also com¬ 
mented: “The Jurassic Coast Discovery Centre is a 
really good news story for Seaton. 

“It represents an investment of just under £2 million 
from East Devon and £500,000 from Devon County 
Council, plus other resources, in the future of tourism 
for Seaton. 

“It is in a prime spot near to the area’s major tourist 
attractions - the beach, Wetlands and tramway - and 
on the site of what is currently an under-used car park. 

“It should also be remembered that this is by no 
means a fresh application. 

“The idea of the Discovery Centre has been part of 
Seaton’s wider regeneration agenda for several years 
and the latest application is designed to make minor 
enhancements to the detail of a scheme that is already 
well accepted in principle. 

“With further bids for funding in the pipeline and a 
well-respected operator on board in the shape of 
Devon Wildlife Trust, the future looks bright for 
Seaton and the centre can only serve to increase the 
number of visitors to the town and so benefit its retail 
traders.”

Mother ‘overwhelmed’ by support 
for setting up mental health group 


AN AXMINSTER mother’s ambition to start 
up a mental health support group for young 
people will become a reality. 

Since revealing her plans early this year, Debbie Hum- 
berstone has continued fundraising and recently reached 
the required level. 

She said: Sufficient funding has been secured for the 
project to go ahead, which is exciting news. 

“In total £18,500 has been raised to date, and this has 
come from a variety of sources - Axminster Hospital 
League of Friends, Axminster Care Service, The Jack 
Riley Trust, East Devon Volunteer Support Agency, Gib¬ 
bons Family Trust and the Tuckers Arms Raft Club. 

“I have also received some individual contributions 
from people, and for that I am very grateful. 

“I have been overwhelmed by the support for this proj¬ 
ect, and for people’s faith in me to make it happen.” 

The group, to be known simply as The Project, will be 
based at the Young People’s Centre in Axminster and will 
cater for young people (aged 12-24) in East Devon and 
their parents/carers. 

The project will offer a friendly, non-judgemental space 
for young people who are experiencing emotional and 
mental health difficulties to come and talk to a friendly 
face and to meet and share with other young people with 
similar issues. 

Debbie, whose interest in mental health issues arose 
when her then 16-year-old daughter suffered problems 
and was admitted to an in-patient unit, said: “It is ex¬ 
tremely distressing and terrifying to see your child in 
such emotional pain; mental illness isolates not only the 
person with the illness, but also affects friends and fam¬ 
ily. 

“When my daughter, Jess, was so ill, it would have

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helped her, and the whole family, to have had a local 
group where we could have gone for help and support.” 

Four years on, Jess is doing well and Debbie would like 
to use her experience to start this project. 

She explained: “Peer support is increasingly recognised 
as an effective way to support people with mental health 
problems. 

“Support for the project has been unanimous, with GPs, 
Child and Adolescent Mental Health Services CAMHS, 
school nurses, youth workers and many other profession¬ 
als who work with young people locally acknowledging 
that this group will fill a much needed gap in services in 
this area. 

Generous funding 

“Mental health problems in young people are on the in¬ 
crease, with one in 10 young people now affected by 
mental illness - that’s three pupils in every class in every 
school across the country. 

“And here in Devon the situation is no different.” 

Debbie added: “I would personally like to thank all the 
local organisations and groups who have got behind this 
project, and who have been so generous in granting fund¬ 
ing to it so far. 

“I would also like to thank those people who have vol¬ 
unteered their time to support the project, and for their 
patience during this start-up period.” 

It is hoped that the project will start in June or July this 
year. 

Debbie is still keen to hear from individuals or organi¬ 
sations, who feel they may be able to help.

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Students try their hand at weather forecasting 


COLLEGE students turned weather presenters when visiting 
Met Office headquarters in Exeter for a science camp. 

The invitation to a group of about 15 Year 7 and 8 students 
from Axe Valley Community College in Axminster came as 
part of a Met Office initiative to meet youngsters and teach 
them about forecasting and climate issues in a fun and chal¬ 
lenging way. 

Students arrived on Friday, May 10th and after lunch and 
games, scientific sessions began. 

More than 40 Met Office staff and volunteers helped to pro¬ 
duce inspiring and fascinating sessions. 

They taught the children about forecasting the weather 
using their knowledge of wind, rain, temperature and clouds. 

One task given to the visitors was forecasting the weather 
for Dustin Dweaber - a fictitious popstar who needed to know 
if it would rain at his 3pm concert the next day. 

The children were even treated to a peak of the Met Office’s 
powerful super computers and a visual demonstration in the 


heart of the Met Office building about how model-based fore¬ 
casting first began with a man named Lewis Fry Richardson 
in the early 1980s. 

A very popular activity was watching a real life forecaster 
in front of the camera before each student recorded their own 
forecasts. 

Great experience 

Tents were erected in conference rooms, where the visitors 
settled down for the night after a “campfire science” session. 

Everyone was woken the next morning to a hearty breakfast 
and more sessions concluding the forecasting challenge. 

One of the students from Year 7, Jed Holmes, wrote a card 
of thanks to sum up the camp. 

The card said: “I have learnt a lot and had a great experi¬ 
ence. 

“It has made me think about more possible career options.” 

Year 8 student Callum Wood, added: “It was even better 
than I had thought it would be.” 


The visiting students are on the college’s ASPIRE pro¬ 
gramme for gifted and talented youngsters. 

ASPIRE co-ordinator Rebecca Levi said “The Met Office 
Science Camp was an experience to remember and it was a 
real privilege to be a part of it from the start. “This may be¬ 
come an annual event for the ASPIRE programme and a real 
highlight for the calendar. 

“We are very lucky to have a supportive business on our 
doorstep which believes in enriching the lives of students in 
Devon, challenging students academically, sharing their 
knowledge and real life issues and showing youngsters the 
inside of a business and how it relates to what they learn at 
school. 

“A huge thanks should go to all those Met Office volunteers 
who gave up their time and worked so hard for our students. 
It was sensational.”

Rotarians plan to support 
new mental health scheme 


AXMINSTER Rotarians were pleased to 
welcome Debbie Humberstone as their 
speaker to their recent lunch meeting at 
the Conservative Club. 

‘“If you love me Mum, just let me die.’ 
What do you do when your beautiful 
teenage daughter says that to you? That 
was, beyond all doubt, the most heart¬ 
breaking and devastating moment of my 
life, and a true moment of despair, and 
one which will remain with me forever,” 
were the striking opening comments of 
her talk. 

In just six short months, Debbie’s 
daughter went from leading a normal life 
to being admitted to the Adolescent Psy¬ 
chiatric Unit in Plymouth - the only unit 
for young people in the whole of Devon. 

In November 2009, shortly after her 
16th birthday, her daughter agreed to go 
into the unit, knowing that she needed 
help and recognising that she could no 
longer cope with life as it was for her. She 
had not wanted to live to see that birth¬ 
day. 

Rotary members were struck by Deb¬ 
bie’s candour and directness in her open¬ 
ing words, relating her experience as a 
mother of three, and in particular, to the 
sudden illness of one of her daughters. 
They were also relieved to hear that sub¬ 
stantial progress had been made with her 


daughter's health and many of the prob¬ 
lems had been resolved. 

Debbie is moving forward and setting 
up a local support charity, called “The 
Project”, to help young people like her 
daughter, struck down by sudden mental 
health issues, and depression. 

Conversations have been held with the 
Child and Adolescent Mental Health team 
(CAMHS), local GPs, school nurses, so¬ 
cial housing, youth workers, and mem¬ 
bers of the Local Action Group, to 
develop this project and to ensure it can 
work in partnership with existing services 
already involved with young people lo¬ 
cally. 

Support for the project has been unani¬ 
mous, and CAMHS has confirmed that 
being able to signpost people to a com¬ 
munity project such as she is proposing 
may well have a positive impact on men¬ 
tal health recurrence in young people. 

Rotary spokesman Bill Coltham said 
that members were able to offer a number 
of constructive comments and asked nu¬ 
merous questions around this difficult and 
challenging subject. 

Rotarians were impressed with their 
speaker’s sincerity and personal journey, 
and Rotary will be discussing its future 
approach and support to this project.

The festival will be hosted by BBC Radio 3 broadcaster 
and journalist Petroc Trelawny and the line-up includes 
stars of the Metropolitan Opera and the Royal Opera 
House lyric soprano Ailyn Perez, and tenor Stephen 
Costello in a rare recital with pianist Iain Burnside; the 
Carducci Quartet, one of the most successful string quar¬ 


tets of their generation, with a stunning evening of French 
and British music; and rising young cellist Philip Higham 
who presents a solo programme of the music of J.S. Bach 
and Benjamin Britten. 

In addition, celebrated jazz ensemble The Leo Green Ex¬ 
perience gives a late-night jazz gig, plus Devon favourite 
Trelights Brass Quintet performs a free beachfront concert 
to round off the festivities. 

Mr Rosenblatt is a regular supporter of local charities and 
musical activities, although this is the first time he has pre¬ 
sented an entire festival. His recital series Rosenblatt 
Recitals provides many singers with their London recital 
debut and he is credited with establishing the careers of 
some of the world’s major opera stars. 

He said: “I am delighted and excited that we have this 
incredible opportunity to present the world’s leading stars 
from opera, classical music and jazz in the intimate and 
beautiful setting of the village of Branscombe. I hope that 
this will be the first of many Branscombe Festivals.”

Speed limit is irresponsible 


■ I READ with interest the statement from 
the Devon County Council spokesperson re¬ 
garding the closure of and repairs on the 
A358 between Musbury and Boshill Cross 
last week, which - according to the statement 
- was “for the safety of the travelling pub¬ 
lic”. 

If Devon County Council is really con¬ 
cerned about the safety of the travelling pub¬ 
lic on this section of road, perhaps they 
would consider reducing the current speed 
limit of 60mph to a more reasonable and less 
dangerous 40mph. 

I consider the speed limit from Musbury 


village to Boshill Cross to be a contributory 
factor in the numerous fatalities and other 
accidents that regularly occur on this section 
of road. 

I have written to the council about the 
speed limit and received the response that 
accidents don't count unless they are fatal! 
And they consider the road to be a rural road 
for which a speed limit of 60mph is appro¬ 
priate. This seems to fly in the face of the re¬ 
cent roadworks which commenced within 24 
hours of inspection. Quite a rush for a rural 
road. 

There are very few houses on that section 


of road, perhaps this is the reason for the 
council’s classification of it as rural. 

However, since the development of Tescos 
at Seaton, the traffic has increased on the 
A358 generally and the 60mph limit for the 
final part of the road approaching Boshill 
Cross now seems irresponsible. 

I implore Devon County Council to con¬ 
sider reducing the speed limit on this stretch 
of road “for the safety of the travelling pub¬ 
lic”.

Time work began on cycle path 


■ THERE has been a lot of hot air 
talked and written about the route 
of the Stopline Cycle and Walking 
Path where it passes through Coly- 
ford and it is time that common 
sense prevailed and the situation 
made clear. 

The route originally proposed by 
Devon County Council (DCC) and 
Sustrans exited theWetlands 
through Orchard Close. At a meet¬ 
ing held at Colyford Memorial 
Hall chaired by DCC but packed 
with vociferous residents from Or¬ 
chard Close, this route was voted 
out and an alternative route reach¬ 
ing the A3052 via Popes Lane pro¬ 
posed. It is the extra cost to DCC 
for this route change that Colyford 


residents are required to fund. 

This alternate route, if adopted, 
would result in cyclists and walk¬ 
ers, some with children, having to 
use the A3052 for a dangerous half 
mile down from Popes Lane be¬ 
fore reaching Cowhaynes Lane, 
clearly not wise or acceptable. 

A more direct route using the ex¬ 
isting new paths through the Wet¬ 
lands and then continuing 
northwards, crossing the tramway 
and reaching the A3052 at a point 
between the existing road/tramway 
crossing and the electricity substa¬ 
tion and opposite Cowhaynes 
Lane, would be much more sensi¬ 
ble and preferable. The tramway 
could be crossed with a gated 


“stop, listen, go” crossing. Seaton 
Tramway have no objection in 
principle to such a crossing. The 
Rail Regulator's authority would 
be required but this is not antici¬ 
pated to be a problem. 

The result would be a pleasant 
and quiet walk or ride between 
Seaton and Colyton. 

Discussion and planning for this 
unique and interesting route in 
East Devon has been going on for 
far too long. It is time the matter 
was settled and work on the 
ground commenced.
